2 The matter has been reviewed and it has been decided to allow the import 
of ‘Hearing Aid Battery Re-chargers’ as a concession, upto 20% (twenty per c.nt) 
of the face value of Quota licences issued under S No 78(i)/V and S No 
46-A(c)/II during April, 63—March, 64 licensing period This concession will be 
allowed only in r -spect of battery chargers exclusively meant for charging 
‘Hearing Aid Batteres’.
